The Archbishop 
speake as a friend ef organized labor, but 
he denies the Nght of unions to interfere 
in any way with those who wish to work. 
If strikes cannot succeed without prevent- 
ing non-union men from working, he says, 
so much the worse for strikes. “If strikes | 
necessarily require as a condition of suc- 
cess the violation of personal liberty and 
of social order, then 

stand self-condemned.” | 
Fhe Archbishop stands upon the solid 
} ground that personal liberty is more precious 
| than any other civic possession. No private 
individual has a right to interfere with the 
personal liberty of another; and no organisa- 
tiom of private individuals has or can have 
such a right.
